Other mm tlut lhm:ld lu
remembered are thdt new
plants ‘should be protected
from the wind, and partially
shaded from the sun. Where
soil structure amendments
may be helpful for established
plants; ‘they would seem to of-
fer no advantage in the origi-
nal establishment of the plant.

It'may be worth, your while
this year to study over these
newly discovered steps in bare
root rose planting, and espe.
cially so if you have been hay-
ing -poor results in the past. I
‘would never purchase a bare
root rose plant, if I could not
examine its root system.
